||Shipments Slack 
During Week, Sti 
[Ahead Of Last Yea 


Only 40 Cars Out This 
Week -To Northern 
Markets 


Slightly more than five times 
as carloads of vegetables 
were shipped from the Lake sec- 
tlon one year ago than were shlp- 
ped out over FEC railroad tracks 
| during the past week. Exactly 222 
carloads rolled north during the 
week, of 1938 corresponding to the 
past week of this year. Only 40 
carloads found markets in the 
"North during the past week. 

Season totals;-however, tell a 
different story. Exactly 300 car- 
loàds'more have been shipped 
from the Glades growing section 
this year than last. The season 
total for this year stands at 2905 
whilé last year's figures at this 
time was 2205. 

Of the meagre 40 cars shipped 
out this week, celery commanded 
first place In the list with an ev- 
en dozen cars out for the week. 
Beaüs ranked next with 9 cars, 
cabbages third with 8, Tadishes 
next with 6 and mixed  cariote 
making up the remafáder with 5. 
Belle Glade did practically nli of 
the pácking and shipping with 32 
of the-40 cars reported going out 
of he Belle Glade. depot. South, 

and Canal Point with 3 each 
and, Pelican Lake with 2 made up 
the'remalníg 8 carloads. Tues- 
day was the buslest day with 8 
outgoing cars. Only.I car was 
shipped on Sunday. 

Pfices for the produce shipped 
ran about as follows: Black Val- 
entine beans, fair to good, $1.50- 
$185; tender greens, $1.50-1.75; 
limas, $1.70-3.25. „Cabbage . was 
bringing from 45-50c per cwt. for 
fresh,greens while celery sold at 
$1.20-1.00 per crate for 3-4s. 

The excessive dry weather has 
cut the shipment of peas down to 
fothing. Last year at this time a. 
total of 46 carloads of peas were 
shipped out. Cgbbages numbered

By Dry Weather In 
Farming R Region 
Efforts Bengi Made To 


Irrigate In Drainage 
Districts 

Unless thé excesalve dry" con- 
dition of- the upper Florida Ever- 
giades winter vegetable area is 
Feliewed by rain or. irrigation, 
Sowers in this section appear to 
Je headed toward another crop 
disaster, The ground water table 
has been lowered to such an ex- 
tent that crops are in prospect 


lof being damaged and the out- 


look for the spring crop is de- 
cldedly ünfavorable. 

South Florida Conservancy 
District drainage pumps at South. 
Bay, LakesHarüor. Chosen and 
Bare Beach, are siphoning water 
into, the drainage ditches from the 
lake, the Miami, North New River 
and Hillsborough canals. The cane 
lands and such bf the vegetable 
growing lands as have been mole 
drained are most easily nenefitted 
by this means ds. the water rapid- 
ly spreads to the entire tract 
through the moles. 

The water at the lower end of 
the district at' the Hillsborough 
pump just “above Six-Mile Bridge 
has been raised 14 inches, ac- 
cording £o tbe -operator. there. No 
fuel is required for this operation, 
other thansto start the pumps 
two or three times a day. The 
pump, once started, “siphons | the 
water, for hours without the use 
of the motors. 

"The South Shore Drainage dist- 
rict pump, which Serves the lake 
shoré area between South Bay 
and Lake Harbor, was. started 
this week to fill the ditches for 
irrigation purposes. 

Bob Creech and A. O: Manning, 
who-serve ns directoks of this dis- 
tHicl, investigated the possibility 
of diverting water from the 
North New River canal as is-now 
being done for the farmers on the 
east bank-of that canal by the 
Atlantic Dredging Company. Fred 
A. McKenzle, contractor, advised 
them is. would be impossible for 
him to arrange such a plan.
